THE  WORLD  ALMANAC 

Just  one  day  before  the  1986  congressional  elections,  a  Beirut  magazine  reported  that  the  U.S.  had  sent 
spare  parts  and  ammunition  to  Iran.  Profits  from  the  sales  had  been  diverted  to  fund  the  contra  rebels 
fighting  in  Nicaragua.  The  Iran-Contra  affair  became  exposed. 

Oil  tankers  in  the  Persian  Gulf  became  the  targets  of  Iranian  and  Iraqi  missiles  and  warplanes  as  the  U.S. 
and  other  nations  became  embroiled  in  the  bitter  war  between  Iran  and  Iraq. 

Marked  by  a  record  508-point  decline  of  the  Dow  Jones  Industrial  Average,  Wall  Street  suffered  its  worst 
day  in  history. 

Led  by  Mikhail  Gorvachev's  policy  of  openness  or  "glasnost",  the  Soviet  Union  entered  a  new  era  of 
proposed  social  and  economic  reforms. 

Surrogate  parenting  became  an  issue  of  national  debate  as  a  result  of  the  custody  battle  for  "Baby  M" 
between  Mary  Beth  Whitehead  and  William  and  Elizabeth  Stern. 

A  scandal  involving  the  sexual  activities  of  TV  evangelist,  Jim  Bakker,  forced  Bakker  to  leave  his  ministry 
and  left  PTL  organization  in  disarray.

Just  when  it  seemed  that  mgssive  economic  reforms  were  moving  China  to  a  more  capitalistic  system, 
student  demonstrations  calling  for  a  government  based  on  democracy  and  less  political  corruption  were 
crushed  by  military  force  resulting  in  many  deaths  and  arrest. 

Alaska's  Prince  William  Sound  was  the  site  of  one  of  the  largest  oil  spills  after  the  Exxon  Valdez  struck  a 
reef:  the  resulting  environmental  damage  and  cleanup  was  still  being  debated  6  months  later. 
Elected  by  54  percent  of  the  voters,  former  V.P.  George  Bush  became  the  41st  president  of  the  United 
States.  Sharply  divided  (5-4),  the  Supreme  Court  ruled  in  favor  of  putting  new  restrints  on  a  woman's  right 
to  have  an  abortion,  although  it  did  not  overturn  Roe  v.  Wade. 

Natural  disasters  took  a  heavy  toll  as  an  earthquake  hit  the  San  Francisco  Bay  area  causing  at  least  59 
deaths  and  massive  property  damage:  Hurricane  Hugo  swept  through  the  Caribbean  and  into  South 
Carolina  causing  more  than  50  deaths  and  immense  property  damage.
